A “mock auction” begins with 
the spieler — in each case a co- 
lorful, fast-talking carnival bark- 
er — walking back and forth 
along a raised platform ina long, 
narrow ‘store with a microphone 

* around his neck.

In order to keep 
them interested, the spieler inter- 
sperses giveways with sales as

As the bidding gets higher — 


forced up by the bids of hired 


shills — the auctioneer does not 
return the money as the bidders 
expect. He rather places it under 
the article bid on, .saying, “I’m 
not finished with you yet. But 
in the meantime are you satis- 
fied that you will get this -arti- 
cle and nothing else for the price 
you have bid ?” The bidders, who 
have heard this before, join in 
the joke; “Yes”, they chorus.
